a Spiegel article giving details of his work as a young

COMMENT] Some weeks ago, Schruebbera told an Embassy officer 
that he would not retire under fire* Consequently, the fact 
that he accepted Genscher’s proposal ~ early retirement in 
exchange for a clean bill of health ~ came as a surprise* We ^ 
have reason to believe that Schruebbera 1 switch was caused by 
family pressure* 

The Opposition has charged that the real reason behind ^ 

Schreubbers* early retirement was that he had been too ^ ; 

energetic in cracking down on left radicals* Schruebbera has 
been very conscious of the left radical danger, and authored 
the 1970 Report on the subject (see Bonn f s A-508, toy 26)* 
However, had Spiegel not surfaced his background, nothing would 
have been done ^out it and he would have quietly finished out 
his term* It/sVa^ clear that his early ouster was not at 
all motivated by his harsh postydre vis a vis detente with the 
East* We guess that Guenther Nollau, former Vice President 
under Schruebbera and presently Interior Ministry Director of 
Public Safety (a protege of SPD Vice Chairman Herbert Wehner) 
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
